Facing Blend Development 


It took a sood while to work out the right proportions 
for the stone facing.

Production Totals 


By dollar volume, stone is higher than block, but in 
volume of units the block is greater. Block production an 
nually should run around a million, with 250,000 units 
of the stone. In the first six months of operation, some 
112,000 sq. it of stone was produc ed. 

The block sells for 2le at an average; the stone for 
about $1. The 8” stone unit weighs about 45 Ibs. per sq 


ft.. and the 4” veneer about 36-37 lbs. 
Plant History 


The plant began operation in December, 1958. begin 
ning with block and adding the stone as production de 
velopment and research allowed. There’s room for three 
more stone machines when they're needed, and the com 
pany can go to three shifts 

All maintenance and lubrication is done on Saturdays. 
a general clean-up day. We saw the plant at its dirtiest 
on a Friday, and thought the place was very clean and 
well-kept, even the day before cle an-up. 

Franchising Corporation 

As we said earlier, separate company is set up to 
irrange franchises. Kurtz states that there are three other 
plants franchised to produce Lowell Stone now and that 
the franchising corporation, Lowell Stone Co., is nego- 
tiating other franchises at this time.

Just as a final sidelight, Lowell has been bothered by 
plant burglary, a common thing in the concrete business 
This comes mostly from their outside-town, semi-rural 
location 

They've concluded, after talking with local police, that 
all they can do is keep the money out of the office over 
night and on weekends. They’ve considered police dogs, 
fencing and such but have given up. Little of value is 
taken, and such equipment as office machines are left 
alone 

So, as in other concrete plants, you just have to resign 


yourself to this nuisance, it seems.
